Tux report submitted by the Committes to 
the Hongkong General Chamber of Com- 
merco this afternoon contains fewér items 
than usual, but it isa balky volume and is 
evidence a considerable amaunt of 
valuable’ work performed in the interests 
of general commerce, Thanks to the in- 


of 


novation introduced during the past yonr 
of qublishing'in the Jocal newapapers a 
summary of the Cummittee meetings, the 
subjects dealt with in the report ure familiar 
tothe public, which is also aware of tho 
policy advpted by the Committeo on all 
questions affecting local interests. One 
paragraph only shall we quote, and it refers 
to the opening of the West River to fo- 
reign trade. ‘Tho roport says :~— 

‘One great ohject fur which this Cham- 
ber has patiently aud-persisteutly laboured 
has at length in part been attained, Tho 
grent importance of opening up the inland 
waterways of South China waa recugnised 
by this Chambor very carly in its history, 
and, in pursuance of this design, in 1870 it 
despatched the then Scerctary on a mission 
of exploration as far as Nanning-fu, on 
the West River. .He returned with much 
valuable information, subsequently em- 
bodied in a report, Lhe publication of which 
isreatly.. stimulated ‘public interest, and 
sineo that time the subject has been brought 
forward at intervals, and agitated. On his 
arrival in China last year as British Min- 
ister, Sir Claude Macdonald favoured your 
Committee with an interview, and discuas- 
ed this question amongst others. It is 
gratifying to now learn, therefore, that an 
agreement was signed at Peking onthe 
4th February, whereby the Chiness Go- 
vermnent undertake to open two ports on 
tho West River as Treaty ports, and four 
other places as calling stations whereat 
passengers and cargo may be landed, such 
agreement to come into fores on the 4th 
June next, the date fixed for its ratifica- 
tion. Most cordial and hearty thanks are 
duc to Sir Claude Macdonald for the iin- 
portant service he has rendered." i 

The thanks of the wholo community of 
Hongkong are cortainly due to'Sir Claude 
for the. energetic manner in which he has 
tackled this question. When the time 
cumes for his promotion and translation to 
2 moro desimble post in the diplomatic 
service, he will be able to point to a record 
of service scarcely equalled by any of his 
predecessors at Peking. The full extent 
of his victory over the. West River and 
Burmeso Frontier questions is not. yet 


known, but when the new ‘Convention ‘is’ 


published tothe world we have no doubt 
During his brief 
visit to Hongkong, Sir Claude, with char- 
acteristic energy, gained another conces- 
sion likely to provo of benefit to Hongkong 
and to future traders on the West River, 
The Committee .of the Chamber of Com- 
meree, desirous uf obtaining a relinblo 
survey of the West ‘River, had approached 
Admiral Buller with « view to obtain the 
services.of a gunboat to curry out the work, 
Unforescen “difbcultics presented them- 


‘selves, however, and the matter was re- 


ferred to this British Minister upon his ar- 
rival, Recopiising the importanco of the 
work and the-necessity for the survey in 
the interests of trade, he-at once com- 
municated- with Peking, and the negotia- 
tions bétwcen the British Legation and tho 
‘Tsung-li Yamen were’bo expeditiously ear- 
ried out that within'a few hours the message 
reached Hongkong authorising the survey 
bya British warship. In itsolf this may 
appear to be 6 matter of small importance, 


but it serves to indicate the excellent re- 


lations established Between the British 
Logation and the Tsung-li Yamen since Sir 
Claude Macdonald's arrival at Peking. 
H.M.S. Ratiler has been told off for the 
service, and she leaves for the West River 
to-morrow morning. . 


But if the Chamber of Commercohas good | 


reason to congratulate Sir Claude Mac- 
donald upon the success’ he bas achioved in 
regard to the West River, there also exist 
adoquate. reasons for congratulating tho 
Committee of the Chamber upon the 
persistency and enorgy with which it has 
agitated this and other questions. At once 
time, the Chumbor was in danger of losing 
its virility, and for this the deadening in- 
fluences of Legation indifference were pro- 
bably responsible, but during the past 
year the Committee has displayed com- 
mendablo a¢tivity, and it. must find much 
encouregement in~having at Peking a re- 
presontative like Sir Claude Macdonald, 
who is as keonly alive to the. necessity for 
ro-asserting British predgminanes in the 
affairs of China as the most enthusiastis 
adherent of the British Empiro. ed

new principles, atleast the worst section 
ofthe town, we shall never-mako any 
real permanent progress Lowards immunity 
from filth and disease.’ lt is now rea- 
‘sonable toask what has been done and whe- 
ther the present position of matters jis 
saatisfactory, The emnsculated Sanitary 
Board still with us has rendered and is 
rendering excellent servi hut the law 
now in existence dovs not give it the power 
ta compel landlords tu do what is essen- 
tial and necessary.. Though the Board 
applied in August last to have the Public 
Health Ordinanee further sonended, Govern. 
ment so far have delayed giving the 
powers required. A Comnission of 
Inquiry was appointed and a preliminary 
report will shortly bo sent to the Govern- 
ment. From a ‘personal inspection the 
membors of thé? Commission have dis- 
covered a latge number of insanitary 
dwellings, quite unfit for human habitation. 
It is very essential that the new Committee 
Wo be elveted to-day should see that Govern- 
ment dv’ not longer delay sin effecting 
sanitary reforms which are indispensable, 
The lesson of the painful experience of 
1894 appears to have been only imperfectly 
learned. I would further direct the atten- 
tion af the new Committee to the question 
of collevting the revenue on tax'on Opiuin 
through a Farmer, The system ix not only 
antiquated but unc which serivusly effects 
the freedom of the port. In Couneil in 
December Inst 1 asked the question — 
‘In view of the presont Opium Farm ex- 
piring in the. spring of 1808, will the 
Government appoint « Commission with full 
powers ta investigate and report on the 
pinin revenue generally, and upan the ad- 
yisubility or otherwise «f si ituting 
for the present Opium Fann bonded ware- 
houses and a fixed duty on all opium, not 
bona fide exported in a mw state (’ and in 
reply the Colonial Secretary said—'T have 
the honour to state that. the suygestion con- 
tained in the question will receive the 
consideration of the Government.’ So far we 
have heard nothing further, and evidently 
the question, like others, is being allowed 
to drift. .

INDIAN MONEY LENDERS COM- 
MITTED TU PRISON. — 
INVORTANT DECIKION BY THE FULL Counr 

OF APPBAL. 7 

At the Supreme Court in Appellate Jur: 
isdiction, to-day, an important decision in 
a motion of appeal brought by two Indian 
monép leAders was -given by the Full 
Court. . 

‘The appellants in this case, Sunder 
Singh and Mana Singh, appealed against 
an order made by tho Acting Puisne Judge 
on 12th April, committing them to prisoti 
with hard labour for three months for con- 
tempt of Court committed in the form of 
perjury in examination in open court ina 
civil suit. : 

Mr J.J. Francis (instructed by Mr J. 
Hastings) appearcd for the appellants. ~ 

Tho Chief Justice said the ardor was 
made under Section 24 of the Supreme 
Court Ordinance, 1873. Two points were 
taken on behalf of the appellauts as show- 
ing that the order was bud and should 
be reversed by the Court. Tho first 
was that there was not sufficient evi- 
dence to justify an order having been 4 
naule, in other words that the rules of law 
relating to the quondaim of poat requisite 
in case of perjury had not been satisfied, 
Hin Lordship quoted aa an authority on 
this point certain remarks in ‘ Russell on 
Crime,’ showing that the evidence of one 
witness was not sutlicient to convict on an 
indictment for perjury, as in such a case 
there would be only one oath against an, 
other, but this rule was not tu be under- 
stood as establishing that two witnessos: 
wero necessiry tv disprove-tho facts, With 
the addition of ary material information 
tht was sufficient, howover, to maintain an 
information for perjury. Mr Rocce’s evid- 
cence went Lo slow Lhat Wie evidence of the 
plaiutiif nod his witnesses. was nat trae 
whenthey spoke pf the manner in which 
the paper was produced. ‘This, coupled 
the material circumstances of tho 
paper itself, showed they Were not speaking 
the truth, : 

Mr Francis submitted that thero wero 
simply two oaths against three, and a pices 
of corroborative evidence from Mr Reece, 
so that there was nu preponderuce of ovid- 
ence in support of the charge of perjury. 

His Lordship said he had not lost sight 
of that fact. With regard to the number 
of witnesses called on one side or the other, 
that he did not think wos tothe point 
at all, because supposing: a prosecution for 
perjury was instituted and the perjury 
clearly proved by say two witnesses it did 
not matter whether a dozen witnesser were 
called by the defendant. He was only 
cunsiderinig whether in point of law there 
was sutliciont evidence to show porjury was 
committed, having regard to the technical 
rule on that point. With regard to the 
second point, that the order was bad be- 
cause the defendant was not allowed to re~ 
pudiate the charge, ho quoted several au- 
thorities, and sad if it was niccessary in 
formulating a charge of perjury to allow 
the person to he dealt with to 
call witnesses, be was afraid the charge 
would’ be absolutcly futile. Under the 
section it was presumed that the Court had 
ulready on the materials before it formed a 
clear opinion that perjury had been com- 
tuitted, and that being so it was eapowered 
forthwith to put the powers contained in 


the svetion into effect. He felt compelled | 


to say that as a matter of discretion, asa 
matter of gquity, it would be desirable in 
cascs of this kind where the Court was 
about to commit a person to have him 
brought forward and state to him that tho 
Court had come to the conclusion that 
he. was apparently guilty of wilful 
and currupt perjury and-- ask hin 
whether he desired to say” anything. 
That was, however, only ‘a matter of dis- 
cretion. Hedid not think the discretion 
should be carried so far as to allow him to 
call evidence, bécause the presumption was 
that the Court had arrived at @ clear con- 
clusion that perjury had been committed. 
Ho thought that the doctrine laid down in 
Pollard’s cave did not apply in the present 
case,.and that the learned judge was within 
his right iu comuitting the appellants, aod 
he, therefore, dismissed the motion. 

Tho Acting Puisno Judgo concurred 
in the Chief Justivo’s decision, Un- 
der Section 23 of tho Supreme. Court 
Ordinance, (1873, he was of opinion 
that the Court, having made up- its 
mind that perjury had been committed, to 
call upon a porson to explain away tho-por- 
jury would have been a farce of the whole 
proceedings, He condluded—I coneur en. 
tirely with the words which have fallen 
from tho Chief Justice in regard to tha 
Supromo Court Ordinance, “aiy reasons 
for acting under that section were ; I folt 
that as £ was dealing with Asiatics it 
was more within the policy of this. enact. 
ment that I should st once commit Asia- 
tics to prison.. I believe strongly in en- 
coursging summary punishment of Asia- 
tics; I° believe that that “form of 
punishment affects them and is more 
valuable than other forms of punish. 
ment, Now, then, I should like to state 
how [imposod the heaviest punishment [ 
could under this Section, Icame to a vory. 
clear opinion that. gross porjury had beon 
committed in this" case; came to the 
opinion that the whole of this case was got 
up for tho purpose of eatorting mony 
from this defendant, and jholding the 
opinion I do on the evidence which 
was before me—and that opinion has since 
been contirmed in regard to the promissory 
noto-—-I deciwed it my duty at the time to 
inflict the very heaviest punishment that I 
had it in my-power to give. With regard 
to the Chiof Justice’s remarks as to tha 
advisability of showing cause or calling 
upon the defendaut to make any remarks 
that he wished to make before being com- 
mitted, I may say I thoroughly concur with 
him, and if any regret attaches to my 
action in this case as to why I did not 
pursue that course, nevertheless, I think I 
am perfectly ‘within my rights, and any 
judge in the ‘future will be perfectly within 
his rights, in summarily committing .with- 
out calling upon the person, or haying to 
show cause why he should commit’a porson, 
Under this section of the Ordinance in my 


opinion the order appealed againat should '} 


be confirmed and tho motion dismissed.

“FORGED BANK NOTES. 


Tho enormous ptrides made in recent 
years in ‘the art of reproduction have 
naturally “led to that art being more 
dangerously than over diverted from legi- 
timate to iegitimate and illegal purposes. 
An illustration is uifurded by the forged 
Bank of England netes which have recent- 
ly made their sppesrance among us, and 
which are deserving of the highost praise, 
or the direst condemnation, according 
tothe point of view from which they are 
regardul. For more than sixty years: of ita 
existence the Bank issued only £20 notes, 
and for nearly the whole of that time nu 
forger had the skill, the hardihoud, or the 
imagination ta imitate these valuable 
Pp of paper ; though su poor were they 
as Specimens of the engraver’s art that to 
the swindlers uf. this generation perfect mmi- 
tation would b been the inerest child's 
ply. Au imaginative lmen-draper was the 
firsy ve try his hand al forgery, wd not 
without success, but ero long his strotch of 
imagination cust jim snother and imure 
corparal stretch, in which the hanginan 
phyed cin important; though tot tho prin- 
cipal, role. ‘Then camo Charles Prive, with 
his ,ownrink, his uwn paper, his. -private 
press, and his intinite number of disguises. 
But his fun of tuck came to an end, 
and he only escaped the fate of ‘the Jinen- 
diaper by taking the hanging intu his own 
hends,when be learned -his little game 
was over, : 
‘Towards the end-of the last century, for- 
geries of Bank notes became of the com; 
moneat occurrence, and the uumber of exe- 
cutions fur this, offena: outraged public 
feeling, and seemed powerless to stop tho- 
eran. In 1818 two dozen criminals were 
,executed for forgery, yet two years later 
more than a huntlred were. cunvicted of 
thiy offence, and nearly three hundred were 
found guilty of having forged notes in their 
possession. ‘Lhe £1 ond £2 notes were’ 
most frequently ted. These were 
turned out in theusands hy manufacturers, 
who peneraHy escaped punishment, and 
who sold thit at a vast profit to poor and 
reckless persons, who touk all the ris! 

Genuine and-.£2 notes are very Co, 
those iwully “exposed for sale being 
nearly always forgeries. In this con- 
nection George Cruikshank’s imitation 
nute, with its ghastly row of hanging 
yictims, is of interest. [t helped the 
agitation which af length ebtained the 
eupital punistiment for for- 
very, an agitation supported by Sir 8.

Down to, 1855 or thereabouts, Bank notes 
wero printéd from copper plates, and at the 
printing department of the Bank curious 
Specimens, dating from 1699, are, I be- 
lieve, preserved.  Sinco that date they 
have heen printed from a raised surface, 
like ordinary type, the consecutive num- 
bers being impressed while the note or, 
rather; pair of notes, for they puss in cou- 
ples like Venus’ doves—goes through the 
machine. How easily imitstions go down 
with the public has been proved over and 
over again, hot only with forgeries, but 
even with parodies, such as notes on the 
Bank of Elegance, and also with unitations 
that have been moss innocently ‘printed for 
advertising purpose. These, however have 
to steer very wide of the originals, or their 
propounders are likely to find themselves 
in unpleasant conflict with the authori 
ties, who. in their own interest, and that 
of the public, look very closely after such 
matters, One of the last bank-notes which 
we remember as issued for purposes of ad- 
vertisemont, was that employed by tho late 


ostock—most of them working on 
the streets at 50 Kupecks a day,
